Or the many striking discrepancies existing between 
Mr. Arnott and the Poor Law Commissioners as to 


matters of fact, that which the public will undoubt- 


edly regard with most surprise is the difference of 


their statistics respecting the rate of mortality among 
the children in the Cork Workhouse. We have 
explained this discrepancy by showing that the Com- 


missioners reduced Mr. Arnott’s startling estimate of 


20 percent. per annum to their comparatively small 
figure of 4 per cent. by three successive operations, 
none of which was compatible with a fair solution of 
the question at issue. By throwing out of calculation 
the inſunts under two years of age, the percentage 
was reduced at one fell swoop from 20to 12. By 
confining their estimate to the single case of last year, 
instead of taking the average of the last 8 years, as 
Mr. Arnott did, the 12 was further reduced 
to 54; and by shifting the date at which their 
single year terminated from the 25th of March, 
which was the date given in their own 
inspector's report, to the 16th of April, the 5} was 
farther and finally brought down to 4 1-5 a number 
which does not much exceed thej3 4-5 which is the ave- 
rage mortality of the children in all the Workhouses of 
Ireland, for the year 1859. We have gone into the 
question, as our readers will recollect, somewhat 
more minutely than either Mr. Arnott or the Com- 
missioners, and having separated the infants from the 
children properly so called, and divided the latter 
into three classes, from two to five, from five to nine, 

and from nine to fifteen years of age, we have shewn 
that in every class the rate of mortality in the 

Cork workhouse during the last eight years was for 
the infants nine times, and for the three classes of 
children respectively, five, eight, and nine times as 
great as it is among the juvenile portion of our labour- 

ing population. We are happy to acknowledge 

that the rate of mortality has been steadily dimin- 

ishing from 1852 to the present day; but we have 

no reason to believe that there is any security against 

the recurrence of the high rates of 62, 53, and 54; 

and the most cursory inspection of the subjoined 

table will show that the year selected by the Com- 
missioners, 1859, is altogelher an exceptional one in 

their favour. |

The first column exhibits a Wholesale waste of in- 
fant life, to which but few parallels can be found, 
since the days of the massacre at Bethlehem, 
although the Commissioners coolly exclude the 
infant mortality from consideration, on the grounds 
that '“itis not pretended that the dietary has had 
any injurious effect on the health of this class” We 
must observe that the dietary assigned to “ this class” 
in the Cork Workhouse appears to us to be quite 
sufficient to account for the deaths.
